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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record fails to teach or to suggest, either alone or in combination, the steps of the claimed 
invention: "removing an oxide formed on the surface of said copper metal layer due to exposure 
of the surface of said copper metal layer to oxygen with a solution including an organic acid 
having at least one carboxyl group; and performing a heat treatment for growing grains of the 
copper". Although the admitted prior art teaches performing a heat treatment for growing grains 
of the copper, there is no prior art found which performs the heat treatment for growing grains of 
the copper in combination with the step of removing an oxide formed on the surface of the 
copper metal layer due to exposure of the surface of said copper metal layer to oxygen with a 
solution including an organic acid having at least one carboxyl group.
